Washington, April 4.—Hopes enter- 
tained by the corn belt of getting 
through congress at this Session an 
ambitious program of agricultural re- 
lief are fast going glimmering. 

The surplus control bill for boosting 
the price of farm products on the do- 
mestic market which was brought to 
Washington by the corn-belt organiza- 
tions has encountered hard sledding in 
the house and senate. 

It now seems a foregone conclusion 
that congress will not pass any legis- 
lation at this session setting up the 
proposed machinery for’ establishing 
and maintaining a higher price for 
fram products at home than abroad. 

The utmost that can be expected of 
congress at this time appears to be 
the creation of a farm board to deal 
with the surplus problem in some 
vague, undefined manner, and even 
that may not be forthcoming on ac- 
count of the confusion of opinions in 
and out of congress on the question of 
what to do with the farmer.

PeretSucceeds 
In Task Too Big 


ForFinanciers 


Paris. April 4.—(#)—Raoul Peret, 
the modest, unassuming minister of 
finance, has jammed through the 
chamber and senate in one short week, 
by laboring in both houses night and 
day, financial measures designed to 
balance the 1926 budget. At an 
early hour this morning the measures 
finally were adopted by the French 
parliament. 

These measures, or others along 
similar lines, caused the downfall of 
such renowned financiers as Caillaux, 
Loucheur and Doumer in the past six 
months, M. Peret’s next step is to 
put the budget through the senate 
when it reconvenes April: 12. 

The 1926 budget figures as defi- 
nitely established by yesterday’s vote 
in the senate and chamber are 41.- 
337,000,000 frances (approximately 
$1.500,000,000) expenditures, and 41,- 
919,000,000 francs revenue. 

The most important item in the ad- 
ditional revenues voted are: First, 
a general increase of 30 per cent in 
the customs tariffs on all imports en- 
tering france, including wheat, coffee, 
cocoa, sugar and agricultural imple- 
ments and parts; second, a 2 per cent 
tax on the business turnover; third, 
an individual poll tax; fourth, in- 
crease in the price of tobacco; an in- 
crease in the tax on alcohol. 

The parliament also voted a state 
monopoly in_ petroleums, effective 
April 1, 1927, but referred the pro- 
posed sugar monopoly back to the 
committee. 

Other taxes were an increase in 
the stamp tax on foreign securities, 
stocks and bonds, an increase in the 
stamp tax on promissery notes, busi- 
ness reciepts and other commercial 
paper, an increase in the stamp tax 
on meals at hotels and resturants pro- 
portionately; and a specil tax on in- 
surance policies of all kinds. 

Roughly, the measures’ voted in 
the past week are calculated to bring 
to the French treasury an additional 
four billion francs..

A stormy session of city council is 
expected this afternoon when the mat- 
ter of Mayor Walter Sims’ veto of a 
resolution declaring vacant the seat 
of Dr. Fred Morris, school commis- 
sioner of the first ward, will be 
brought up.

By a vote of 5 to 4 the committee 
declined to provide for the raise and 
decided to request council to rescind 
its action and provide for a survey 
of city salary matters to ascertain 
who are entitled to increases. Coun- 
cilman York has announced he will 
ask that an amendment be passed to 
include names of employees whose pay 
should be raised. 

Council will act on the recommen- 
dations of the finance committee in 
regard to appropriating $49,700 to 16 
Atlanta charitable associations and 
$1,200 to the American Rescue Work- 
ers, according to the advance slate.

For the 'tem- 
porary road foundations, built mostly 
with county bond funds, are wearing 
out decidedly faster than the paving 
can be built. Like the cat in the 
well—the progress is toward China, 
and not to the surface. 

These are serious matters—and they 
are fundamental. 

The state board, through its propa- 
gandists, continues to clamor for more 
gasoline taxes—for more,tax levy upon 
the people to encourage political 
trades, extravagances, slip-shod, hap- 
hazard, widely scattered road “proj- 
ects” that mean nothing toward a co- 
ordinated system. 

It would be foolish, to put it mildly, 
to grant it.

But it is good sound hy- 
giene and nobody can challenge it on 
scientific ground. 

The mouth spray has been found 
to have a range of not more than 
five feet in ordinary conversation, 
and the range increases to as much as 
12 feet if the individual perpetrates 
an open face cough or sneeze in the 
presence of his victims. 

The air expired or. breathed out 
by one coming down with or ill of 
any of the respiratory infections does 
not contain the germs or virus and 
is not contaminated or polluted any 
| more than the air expired or breathed 
out by & healthy person is. 

Now, then, the individual who 
comes to work, business, school or 


of any description, having what pur- 
ports to be a “slight cold,” is a sus: 
picious character and should be kept 
out of range by those who do not wish 
to take to bed promptly with the, flu. 
Of course the New York health au- 
thorities could scarcely put the mat- 
ter in this candid way, for they still 
believe in “winter colds’—at least 
they mention some such nonentity in 
this bulletin about the flu, though of

‘dictatorship and establishment of a

In Playing.Rules 
Of National Pastime 


New Revisions Hit Practically Every Point of Game— 
Use of Resin on Ball Is Optional, But Other * 
Substance Is Illegal. 


Although the changes made in the playing rules of baseball for 
1926 are not revolutionary, nevertheless, they will have considerable 
bearing upon the outcome of many games. 
of pitching rules as have been made at various times in the history of 
Perhaps it would have been better if there had been a little 
more freedom granted to the pitcher, but that is something that can 


the game. 


await the turn of the tide. 
Wherever a change has been made 


in the rules in their publication in 
Spalding’s Official Baseball Guide, it 
has been noted in the marginal direc- 
tory. In the explanations of the rules 
which are a feature of the Guide, and 
whieh are not found elsewhere, the 
changes have been commented upon 
by the editor of the Guide. 

There has been some misunderstand- 
ing even this early about the changes. 
This is due to the fact that criticism 
was made of the amendments without 
the critics awaiting the official text. 
Although the changes were noted and 
carefully explained by the committee, 
wrong impressions have been created 
by confusing one change with an- 
other, 

The coacher may no longer go farth- 
er back toward the outfield than an 
extension of the base lines from first 
to second and second to third bases 
into foul ground indefinitely. The 
coacher’s assistance must therefore be 
confined to the infield and is not to 
be used in rambling toward the out- 
field in an effort to get the “signs’’ 
of the pitcher and the catcher.

Where the words “the alternate 
ball’’ occur now and then, a change 
has been made to “an alternate ball.” 
This came because so many baseballs 
are now used in each contest and 
each baseball must bear its legal sig- 
nificance to the game. 

A paragraph has been added to sec- 
tion No. 5 of rule No. 14, which is 
more for the benefit of the minor 
leagues than it is for the majors, 
although both may profit by it. It 
provides that baseballs which have 
been used may again be used in suc- 
ceeding games if they are accepted by 
the umpires. If a game is started with 
six new balls and they are lost, the 
umpire may finish the game with six 
balls that have been used previously, 
if they are delivered to him by the 
home club and are satisfactory. to 
him. He may throw them out if he is 
not satisfied with thems The amend- 
ment is largely one of economy. 

The rule regarding the bat is re- 
written. It is not changed in intent, 
but it is clear. In the original form 
it was not. It asserted originally that 
one end of the bat could be “wound,” 
but did not state ‘specifically which 
end. 
In Rule No. 16 it says that a play- 
er may act as captain. That means 
that if a team does not want its cap- 
tain on the field it can haye him 
in the coacher’s box, It has become 
the custom to have the captain a 
player other than one of the regulars. 

The double-header rule, which makes 
the first game of the afternoon the le- 
gal game for the day, has been set 
apart by itself instead of being clas- 
sified with the “regulation game 
rule. 

In section No. of rule No. 28, 
about substituting players, there has 
been no end of confusion among the 
youngsters as to what “any stage 
of the game’’ means when one player 
was put in the contest for another. 
Frequently it has been ruled *hat a 
player could break down between first 
base and second, and if another play- 
er touched first base and continued 
to run for the injured player, the run 
would count. Of course, that would 
result in a farce, because slow run- 
ners could pretend to break down at 
first base and faster runners could 
take their places. The rule has been 
so changed now that a substitution 
cannot be made while the ball is in 
play. The umpire always calls “‘time” 
when a substitution is made. 

Resin Rule. 

To section No. 2 of rule No. 30 
_there is appended the resin bag para- 
graph which has become famous this 
early. The National league will use 
it and the American league will have 
none of it. 

The rule does not say that 
pitcher must dry his 
resin bag. It savs he may. There can 
be a legal resin bag, and if there isn't 
a league that doesn’t want to carry 
the ba’, there is nothing to compel it 
to do so.

The change is very proper and a good 
one, as it prevents needless delay of 
the game. 

Various slight changes have been 

made in the balk rule, but none of 
them alter the balk or its penalty. 
The changes have made the rule much 
clearer. 
_ Ifa batsman stand at the plate and, 
in the opinion of the umpire, dodges. 
into a slow ball so that he spoils 
either a ball or a strike, the umpire 
may put a_ penalty of a ball or a 
strike on the batsman. In the past 
it has often been ruled a dead ball, 
and thus the batsman got away with 
a play at the expense of the pitcher. 
Of course, if the batsman is hit ac- 
cidentally, the rule of hit by pitcher 
applies as it always did. 

The rule about the intentional pass‘ 
stands as it did, although the mem- 
bers of the rules committee were quite 
willing to admit thatitis superfluous 
and unnecessary. . However, it had 
been incorporated into the rules as 
sort of a precautionary warning to the 
catcher, and so it was permitted to re- 
main. The words “the intentional 
pass” were stricken from the rule. The 
leagues do not recognize, or pretend 
longer to recognize, that there is not 
such a thing as an “intentional pass.” 
Mindreaders can not play baseball in 
the capacity of umpires. 

The distance of a home run is 250 
feet, and yet the size of a ground does 
not necessarily have a minimum limit 
ef 250 feet. A ground may be 235 
feet at its least measurement, but home 
runs will not be legal over that 235- 
foot wall. That point is flatly set- 
tled by increasing the distance of a 
home run to 250 feet. ; 

The umpire, by the change in the 
rule regarding suspension of play, may 
call the game at the end of 30 min- 
utes if he wishes to do so. If, in his 
opinion, he can afford to wait five 
minutes longer, he may; but on the 
other hand there is nothing which pre-, 
vents him from stopping short at the 
end of 30 minutes. It might have been 
better if the rule had been drawn so 
that the expiration of 30 minutes was 
a final dictum to the umpire to stop 
play. but the rule as it reads is bet- 
ter than it was in 1925. 

There will be found many one-word 
changes and many changes made nec- 
essary by reason of the fact that the 
coach is brought into the game now 
as a separate unit. There can be a 
professional coach exactly as there is 
a professional manager, neither of 
whom is actively engaged with the ball 
or bat. : 

Base Rule. 


In the future if a batsman wants 
a home run he must touch all the bases 
under all conditions. There are to 
be no freak home runs as presents 
solely to make records. 

If the batsman gets to first on a 
wild pitch it will be amerror in the 
future. It should always have been. 
There is no reason in the world why 
the pitcher should not stand for any- 
thing which puts a batsman on first 
base. | 

If the catcher musses up a strike 
out the pitcher must get credit for 
what he accomplished. or rather would 
have accomplished with proper coop- 
eration. It was found’ that scorers 
were depriving the pitcher of a strike- 
out when the catcher muffed the ball.

The sacrifice hit rule has been 
changed to read, “when no one is out 
or when but one man is out the bats- 
man hits a fly ball that is caught but 
resunits in a base runner advancing 
on the eatch.” The change is in the 
words “base runner advancing.” Fre- 
quentiv, or at lenst. often enough to 
make it worth while. a run has been 
scored by two long flies in succession. 
The chan who hatted the Iast got 4 
sacrifice hit and the one who batted 
the first got nothing, yet the run conld 
not have seored had it not been for 
his plav. The rules committee logica)- 
ly decided that if one fly helned to 
Score a run, so did the other. And so 
it did, and so it will. 

Tf the change does anthing it may 
assist some batters to a slightly lower 
nercentage: but if there are any who 
hold that such sacrifices are not sacri- 
fiees, then let the rule ahont sacrifice 
flies be abolished in its entirety. Tf 
a batsman advances a runner by anv 
kind of a play which is perfectly 
plaved in the field the hatsman is 
entitled to credit, and that is as cer- 
tain as spring.

Twenty Years of American Golf

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CHAPTER XVIII. 
During that exhibition tour with Jock Hutchison in the winter of 
1921-22 we had a fine chance to note the rapid growth of golf in all 


parts of the country. 
Occasionally we played on nine- 


hole courses, and quite frequently in 
passing through small towns we would 
see golfers out knocking the ball 
around on courses that happened to 


be within view of the railroad. ‘The 
game has caught on in the small 
towns all over the country and is go- 
ing strong. There is one phase of 
this development which I think affords 
grounds for making a prophecy, that 
the time is not far distant when some 
small town is going to bring: forth a. 
national champion. 

It took a good many years to raise 
up a champion, outside of the cities 
of Boston, New York, Chicago and 
Pittsburgh. Finally Max Marston 
won for Philadelphia and then Bobby 
Jones brought Atlanta into the list of 
producers of champions. I am speak- 
ing, of course, of amateurs, because 
professionals are constantly shifting 
their bases of operations. 

But with hundreds and hundreds of 
little towns playing the game, one of 
them is pretty sure to bring along 
some youngster to combine both the 
skill at hitting the ball and the fine 
competitive temperament necessary to 
win a big championship. This combi- 
nation is necessary to win, and of the 
two I think skill at hitting the ball is 
the commoner. When it comes to tem- 
perament, the small town youngster 
has an even break with the city boy, 
even though he may not have the ad- 
vantages of a first class eourse to 
build up his skill in handling _ his 
clubs, 

Jock and I finished our winter ex- 
hibition tour in time to reach Florida 
for the several tournaments played 
there and then to move on north to 
Asheville, Pinehurst and other winter 
golf centers. But the long grind over 
10,000 odd miles had been rather tax- 
ing, and we were both pretty well 
worn down. While in Florida I play- 
ed in two or three tournaments when 
I didn’t care whether 1 ever saw an- 
other golf ball.

But as laws are in the long run 
the formal expression of public opin- 
ion, these beer hearings probably. will 
mark a turning point in the prohibi- 
tion experiment. They will set general 
opinion running in one of two direc- 
tions. They will either convince the 
country that prohibition is a good 
thing and can be enforced eventually, 
or they will convince it that a mis- 
take has been made and that what- 
ever desirable social ends were sought 
through prohibition, the method was 
wrong. 

~ Saloon Is Gone. 

Practically .all wets have conceded 
that the saloon is gone. Their conten- 
tion now is, generally speaking, that 
it was a mistake to nationalize pro- 
hibition, that it is impossible to en- 
force such a regulation of personal 
conduct except in communities where 
public sentiment gtrongly approves. 

This is the argument underlying 
their plea for the principle of local 
option. 

Drys take the general line of argu- 
ment that public sentiment throughout 
the country except in a few localities 
favors prohibition and that the will 
of this majority should prevail every- 
where. They insist prohibition will be- 
come. effective in time with honest en- 
torcement, and that the welfare of the 
individual and the community war- 
rants the federal govergment in exer- 
cising jurisdiction, even over the pro- 
test of some groups. 

That is the metal setting of this in- 
quiry into prohibition. 

: Committee Dry. 

The committee that will conduct the 
investigation is dry four to one, The 
three republicans are dry—Means of 
Colorado, chairman: Herreld of Okla- 
homa and Goff of West Virginia. The 
two democrats are Walsh of Montana, 
dry, and Reed of Missouri, the single 
wet. 

Walsh is the man who disclosed the 
Teapot Dome scandals. He is one of 
the most able and skillful lawyers in 
the senate.

The 
fact that these two able democrats 
are on opposite sides typifies the way 
the prohibition issue cuts across party 
lines.

Outside the First Congregational 
church crowds’ which 
blocks waited to glimpse President 
and Mrs. Coolidge when they arrived 
and departed, while the pressure for 
admission was so great that two serv- 
ices in the morning were held and ad- 
mission was by card. 

The crowds, which included hundreds 
of students and teachers from through- 
out the country, was said to be the 
largest seen there on Easter for years. 
Quiet and orderly, the pressure fram 
its mass at times was so great that 
patrolling police officers more than 
once were swept off their feet.

America Signing 
Lausanne Treaty 


— 


New York, April 4.—One hundred 
ind ten bishops of the Episcopal 
church will protest to the United 
States senate against the ratification 
of. the Lausanne treaty with ‘Turkey, 
it is announced by David Hunter Mil- 
ler, chairman of the American commit- 
tee opposed to the Lausanne treaty. 
.The formal protest, which charges 
the present regime in Turkey. with 
having massacred, deported and mis- 
treated millions of inoffensive Chris- 
tians, points out that ratification of 


the treaty would mean the resumption 
of friendly relations with an “‘avowed- 
ly unrepentant and _ anti-Christian 
government.” 

The bishops base their charges on 
the report of General Laidoner to the 
council of the League of Nations and 
other official reports and press dis- 
patches from Turkey. 


‘“‘We believe the Christian sentiment 
in America is opposed to ratification 
of the Lausanne treaty in its present 
form,” the protest says | 


“As Americans, we should be as so- 
licitous for the performance of our 
moral duty as for the protection of our 
material rights. 


“We are asked to resume friendly 
relations with an avowedly unrepent- 
ant and anti-Christian government 
which destroyed a million inoffensive 
Christian men, women and children; 
expelled from their ancestral homes 
over a million and a half, and is now 
holding in slavery in Turkish harems 
tens of thousands of Christian women 
and children.”
